Forest  Retieurrh  luHtitiile 

The  rsiibltshmcnt  of  a forest  research  in- 
stitute would  be  a good  thing  for  British 
Columbia,  whether  or  not  the  Province  was 
aided.  If,  as  Premier  John  Hart  suggested 
yesterday,  the  Dominion  and  the  lumber  in- 
dustry would  participate  in  a joint  under- 
taking. the  result  would  be  a long  stride  for- 
ward towards  the  future  solution  of  practical 
problems  facing  British  Columbia  in  the 
conservation  and  development  of  its  forest 
products.  Cabinet  considegition  of  the  sub- 
ject will  be  welcomed,  backed  by  the  Pre- 
mier's assurance  that  the  proposal  will  be 
taken  up  with  the  Dominion. 

If.  as  suggested,  a forest  research  institute 
could  be  established  at  the  University  of 
British  Columbia,  taking  over  the  work  of 
the  existing  forest  products  laboratory  and 
going  on  from  there,  great  benefits  might 
result  to  this  Province,  which  has  begu’n  to 
see  definite  limits  to  one  of  the  largest  soft- 
wood stands  in  the  w-orld.  The  export  of 
raw  logs  before  manufacture,  made  necessary 
perhaps  under  today's  shortages  of  labor  on 
the  one  hand  and  by  essential  war  needs  on 
the  other,  is  by  no  means  an  ideal  condition. 

Modern  (rends  are  mostly  the  other  way. 
towards  higher  and  more  refined  states  of 
manufacture  Puipwood  is  one  example. 
Veneers  arc  another.  The  old  .sequence  from 
tree,  to  log.  to  board  texjk  little  account  of 
high-value  derivates  which  modern  science 
has  rai.sed  in  im|>ortancf  yearly.  7'here  are 
a great  many  known  derivates  of  wood. 
Logging  and  milling  will  no  doubt  remain 
for  many  a year  as  the  mainVtivitv  of  the 
industry,  but  search  now'  into  secondary  and 
supporting  lines  would  reinforce  'one  of  the 
chief  occupations  of  British  Columbia  ma- 
tenaliy.  U is  a timely  move.

T he  Victoria  Hard-of-Hearing  Club  is  to 
be  congratulated  upon  bringing  two  im- 
portant phases  of  a nation-wide  problem  be- 
fore the  public  this  week:  the  necessity  of 
helping  veterans  whose  hearing  may  be  im- 
paired in  war.  and  the  lifelong  handicap 
under  which  children  suffer,  from  their 
school  days  on.  if  temporary  defects  of  hear- 
ing arc  not  detected  and  remedied  in  their 
early  days.  To  this,  indeed,  could  be  added 
impediments  to  speech  and  defects  in  sight, 
particularly  where  children  are  concerned. 

I he  action  of  the  Lions  Club  in  under- 
taking to  purchase  an  audiometer,  which  will 
be  loaned  for  use  in  Greater  Victoria  schools, 
is  a practical  step  in  file  right  direction.  It 
will  help  to  repair  some  of  the  neglect, that 
has  been  present  in  the  past  in  respect  to 
defective  hearing.  Many  low  marks  in 
Khool.  with  consequent  disappointment  and 
bitterness  to  the  individual,  might  be  traced 
directly  to  impaired  hearing  and  to  class 
rooms  with  poor  qualities  of  audition.  Lon^ 
ago  it  was  universally  recognized  that  poor 
eyesight  could  account  for  the  same  thing, 
and  some  steps  were  taken  to  rest  children's 
fight  it  school.  A great  deal  more,  however, 
is  waning  to  be  done  for  those  who  are 
handicapped  in  their  hearing. 

The  case  for  the  veteran  requires  no  em- 
phasis. After  this  war.  those  w'ho  have 
served  Canada  abeld  and  become  injured  in 
any  way  in  so  doing  must  be  given  every 
possible  opportunity  to  re-establish  them- 
selves fully  m civilian  life.  If  treatment  is 
indicated  if  must  be  forthcoming.  If  there 
remains  a permanent  disability,  there  must 
be  effectual  compensation  for  that,  and  con- 
tinuing care  of  all  those  who  face  life  with  a 
handicap  as  a result  of  their  service  in  the 
field.  By  insisting  upon  attention  to  such 
problems  now  much  good  w'ill  be  done.
